pfc. Taber, a cook in civilian 
life here and who also served ns 
a cook in the army, was wounded 
on October 12. in France. wh< n 
he was hit in the left arm by 
rifle fire from a German snmer. 
“We were in Metz. France, and 
I was with the Field Kitchen 
Unit about a mile bark of the 
front lines, when I was hit.” says 
Pfc. Tabor, who explains that he 
was making up his bod when the 
t bullet struck him. 
“During the September and Oc­ 
tober period, we had born ad v an c­ 
ing pretty fast in our section of 
i France, and many Germans had 
been passed by,” he continues, 
“and wo all had to be on the 
look-out constantly for snipers.” 
“It’s a good thins for me that 
this Nazi didn't tak^ just a little 
bettor aim.” Pfc. Taber relates. 
Asked about first aid and hos­ 
pitalization he received overseas, 
the 
former Comanche c"ok is 
high in his praise of medical 
corpsmen on the field and hospi­ 
tal attaches and doctors behind 
\ the lines “Why. most folks back 
home can’t im arine what wondc i - 
ful work is being done toward sav­ 
ing Amerit an lives,” he declares. 
Pfc. Taber, v:ho was overseas 
seven months, was flown back to 
England three days after he was 
injured. While in England, he 
■ saw his brother, Pvt. Artie Taber, 
who was stationed there. The Co­ 
manche soldier returned to the 
United States two weeks ago on 
the U.S. H( spital Ship Dogwood, 
and has been assigned to Santa 
Barbara General Hospital in Cali­ 
fornia for treatm ent of his wound. 
“If I am not able to get trans­ 
ferred to a Texas hospital, 1 h 
leave Sunday for California,” he 
concludes.

He was later promoted to director 
of the London clubs, then assist­ 
ant to the director of clubs in 
Britain, and finally to the dir­ 
ectorship. 
“The Army Provost Marshal has 
said that Red Cross clubs in Lon­ 
don took the place of 500 military 
police,” Crump said. “But 
the 
really im portant thing is th at 
these clubs supplied 
a needed 
‘home away from home’ for m il­ 
lions of Yanks crowded into the 
British Isles. The American sol­ 
dier is entitled to the best, and 
the Red Cross always attem pted 
to supply him the best in every­ 
thing." 
One of Crump’s most humorous 
recollections of his life overseas 
was of an apple orchard in the 
rear of a Red Cross club just out­ 
side 
London.

' ing the orchard avidly for weeks 
before the apples began to ripen. 
Just when the first fruit reached 
perfection, a robot bomb visited

Europe. He had occasion to talk 
to many American soldiers on

The British civilians who have 
suffered from the full fury of 
enemy attacks are the “unsung

Why We Can Not Accept Loose Shoe Ration Stamps 


O.P.A. rationing regulations prohibit all retail shoe dealers from accept­ 
ing loose shoe rationing stamps except special stamps issued by the 
Office of Price Administration, or special stamps returned to you by 
your dealer for shoes that you have returned to him. 


Do not accept from your dealer an ordinary shoe stamp for shoes you 
return to him. Request from your dealer a special shoe stamp issued by 
the O.P.A. for this purpose. 
H»u can then use the stamp returned to 
you wherever you choose. 


The penalty for violating the above regulation by a dealer 
is a heavy fine or suspension from selling shoes for a 
period of time. 


We quote below a paragraph from a letter issued by the District Office 
of Price Administration, Fort Worth, Texas, dated February 19, 1945: 


o It seems that in some sections, the practice 
of accepting loose shoe stamps is appearing. 
W e urge you to observe this regulation, and 
do not, under any circumstances, accept 
loose shoe stam p s/’
